Council Also Approves Contracts 
for Purchase of Two Outside 
Electric Lines 


A special session of the city l 
council was held Tuesday n ig h t! 
at which time two electric con­ 
tracts with parties outside of 
Rushville were 
approved and 
signed, and steps taken to begin 
pay m ent of a court judgment in 1 
the case of Walter R. Thomas, a 
former may or. 
The city council, which had 
left the m atter of negotiating 
with owners of a private electric 
line ex tending west from Rush- j 
ville, and also to Circleville, to a j 
committee, approved the action 
of the committee. 
In the line west the purchase 
price of $315 was agreed 
upon. | 
For the Circleville line the price 
was fix ed at $1250. The contracts 
will now go before the Public 
Service Commission for approval. 
In both instances the South­ 
eastern Indiana Power company , j 
a subsidiary of the local traction 
line, were making a bid for the 
lines. In the line ex tending west, 
the power company had offered 
$350. In the Circleville case they 
had originally placed a bid at 
$1,000, but raised it to $1,400. The 
m ajority of the consumers, how­ 
ever, at a meeting, voted to stay 
with the city even for a lesser 
bid. 
Former May or Thomas who was 
given a judgment here for al­ 
most $7,000 as back salary and 
interest, and who was also sus­ 
tained in the court judgment by 
the higher court, declared that 
he would take the decision of 
the higher court and accept their 
judgment. 
The higher court lessened the 
interest $400, as computed by the 
local court. Rather than seek a 
re-hearing in the 
case, Mr. 
Thomas decided to accept 
the 
decision. An order for $2,280 as

ment, was written last night. 
Under the statute, $500 a y ear 
is to be paid on the salary of the 
may or from the water and light 
plant, and the partial pay ment 
made last night was the share 
from th at fund for the back pay .

After a call at the White House, 
today Senator Watson of Indi­

“As soon as the farm bill is in­ 
troduced, the Senate will adjourn 
until Thursday and then get 
down to work,” the Indiana sen­ 
ator said, adding th at the farm

earlier. 
After the farm bill is out of the 
way , Senator Watson said,

Juarez, 
Chihuahua, 
Mex ico, 
April 10— (IP)—Rebel troops who 
invested this city after a san­ 
guinary street battle a m onth 
ago, abandoned their prize last 
night in the face of advancing 
Loy alists and 
steamed 
away 
westward, apparently intending 
to combine forces with the rev­ 
olutionary army in Sonora. 
A train of 26 cars, commanded 
by General Marcelo Caraveo and 
heavily laden with men, horses 
and equipment, left Juarez at 9 :- 
30 o’clock last night for an un­ 
announced destination. Only a 
handful of Rebels remained be­ 
hind to serve as a rear guard. 
A1 Coenen, 28, of El Paso, 
airplane mechanic, was forced to 
accompany the evacuating army . 
It was reported the American 
was lured aboard the Rebel troop 
train and held under guard until 
it left. Coenen, who has a wife 
and two children in El Paso, had 
been a mechanic for Standard 
Air lines. 
Only three other Rebel fliers 
accompanied the train, the re­ 
m ainder of General Caraveo’s 
pilots having deserted and cross­ 
ed the Rio Grande. 
Two air­ 
planes, in need of repairs, were 
towed to the American side of 
the river and left there so they 
would not fall into the hands of 
the federals.

was one 
serviceable 
plane aboard the train, a Vought 
Corsair. 
Federal forces last night were 
reported only a few mijes from 
Juarez, advancing from' Guada- 
lupe.

The sale of corn stalks to be 
used in making paper pulp will 
net farm ers an increase of 37£ 
per cent in gross revenue, it is 
estimated by persons who have 
made a study of the commercial 
value of w hat heretofore has 
been farm waste. 
The price mentioned as the 
one which the new industry , 
with headquarters 
at Danville, 
can afford to pay is $6 per ton, 
field weight. 
Good fields will 
y ield on the average about one 
and one-half tons per acre. For­ 
ty bushels of corn at 60 cents per 
bushel, the price paid for new 
com last y ear, represents $25 per 
acre gross return. The Cornstalk 
Products Co., of Danville, after 
two y ears ex perience in organiz­ 
ing harvesting operations, con­ 
tends th a t the proportion of la­ 
bor involved in gathering, baling 
and delivering stalks at $6 per 
ton is no greater than in plant­ 
ing, cultivating, harvesting and 
delivering to the elevator 
$24 
worth of corn. 
In pioneering the commercial 
use of cornstalks the 
company 
organized 
stalk 
harvesting 
“rings.” However, the company 
has succeeded in developing 
a 
new combine for harvesting and 
in the future farm ers will be ex ­ 
pected to organize their own 
“rings.” 
In order th at cornstalks may 
be economically collected a num ­ 
ber of mills will be established 
throughout 
the Middle West. 
The best corn growing sections 
will be chosen as sites for these 
pulp mills. Rush county is m ak­ 
ing a bid for a pulp mill and has 
been after the Danville company 
for several m onths to start its 
program of ex pansion in this 
county . 
Since the advent of the corn­ 
stalk pulp on the paper m arket 
there has been a great deal said

etc., will not'rot and liberate th e 
nitrogen unless certain bacteria 
work on th em , and th ese bacter­

In oth er words, th e farm er 
wh o p lows under h is cornstalks 
for nitrogen is only fooling h im ­ 
self. Besides, wh en h e is com ­

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AVIATION FOR THE AVERAGE MAN. 
Every so often you read or h ear th at 
th e 
day of th e privately-owned pleasu re airplane for 
th e average man is ju st at h and. 
Most of u s, 
h owever, still h ave a h u nch th at th e airplane is 
still a rich m an’s playth ing. We admit it wou ld 
be nice to fly, bu t we take it for granted th at 
we’ll never be able to afford it — so we dismiss 
all th is talk as a lot of empty wind. 
A writer in th e cu rrent issu e of Collier’s Mag­ 
azine, h owever, presents some cold ligu res th at 
are rath er illu minating. 
Wmle flying isn’t yet 
down to th e point wh ere all of u s can h ave ou r 
fling at it, th e Collier’s writer demonstrates th at 
it is by no means a form of recreation th at mu st 
be confined to th e rich man. 
First of all, h e points ou t, th e man 
wh o 
wants to fly mu st pass a strict ph ysical exam ina­ 
tion, and if h e can’t do th at h e’s ju st ou t of lu ck

—and fly. 
And it is rath er su rprising to learn 
th at an excellent airplane, safe and reliable, can 
be bou gh t anywh ere from $2000 to $4000.

now has in preparation a study of 
the Bratt sy stem of control in 
Sweden, another of liquor control 
in six Canadian provinces and one 
of prohibition in Nova Scotia and 
Prince Edward Island. 
It will 
survey 
killings 
by 
prohibition 
agents, analy ze federal statistics 
on enforcement, count the cost of 
enforcement and study the growth 
of the illicit liquor industry and 
of intemperance and crime in sep­ 
arate pamphlets.

Neither the Demo­ 
cratic committee nor the organ­ 
ized wets had any thing in the na­ 
ture of a counter-attack ex cept de­ 
tails 
and 
Smith’s 
own 
wet 
speeches would have been vastly 
more 
effective had they been 
based on careful research. 
The first big blast of She Asso­ 
ciation Against the 
Prohibition 
Amendment, just published, pur­ 
ports to be proof of William How­ 
ard Taft’s doleful prophecy as to 
the probable serious results of the 
eighteenth amendment. 
It sets out by reviewing gross 
corruption, closely tied in with 
prohibition, in Philadelphia, Chi­ 
cago, Pittsburgh, Detroit and Buf­ 
falo. It’s an appalling ¿ tory when 
all the facts are assembled to­ 
gether, although it does no't dem­ 
onstrate, of course, that such con­ 
ditions mu^t necessarily continue 
under prohibition.

one which the new industry, 
with headquarters at Danville, 
can. afford to pay is" |6 per""ton, 
Afield weight. Good ^fields _wjll. 
yield on the average about one 
and one-half tons per acre. For- 
ty bushels of corn at 60 cents per 
bushel, the price paid for new 
corn last year, represents $25 per 
acre gross return. The Cornstalk 
Products Co., of Danville, after 
two years experience in organiz- 
ing harvesting operations, con- 
tends that the proportion of la- 
bor involved in gathering, baling 
and delivering stalks at $6 per 
ton is no greater than in plant- 
ing, cultivating, harvesting and 
delivering to the elevator $24 
worth of corn. 


In pioneering the commercial 


use of cornstalks the company

PAVING PLANS

Towns in Rush County Object to 


Narrow Strip of Concrete and 


Want Entire Street Paved 


MEANS ADDED EXPENSE 


FOR PAVING PROJECT 


(Milroy Press) 


Change of plans, calling for a 


curb-to-curb pavement in Mil- 
roy, Manilla and Mays, has been 
made by county authorities fol- 
lowing the protest of citizens ol 
the three towns against the pro- 
posed 20-foot spans, according u> 
County Surveyor Adolphus Cam- 
eron. Tliis change will materially 
increase the estimated cost, the 
Milroy street being estimated at 
•between $40,000' and $42,000, as 
compared., to $30,000 ^or the nar- 
rower pavcTmeiit. 


Although surprised that citi- 


zens here did not welcome the 
project, 
county officials say 


there is no urgency about, the 
street here being 'paved right 
away and that they only planned 
to include it in the program and 
bond issued' so that the perma- 
nent improvement 
could 
be 


made later on when costly re- 
pairs became necessary. 


E. O. Newtiouse, county road 


superintendent, stated that re- 
pairs to Main street here this, 
year should not cost to exceed 
$25. Last year and the year be- 
fore applications of stone and 
tarvia were added, costing about 
$S50 each year. Ke estimated the 
average cost per year hereafter 
will not exceed $400 with 
the 


present amount of traffic. 
He 


said it might prove economical 
within the next five years to 
have the road paved, pointing 
out that concrete will outwear- 
tarvia, and that traffic is con- 
stantly getting heavier. 


County officials say that it is 


absolutely necessary that some- 
things be done .toward a perman- 
ent improvement of the 
road 


from the .childrens' hoine to 
Knightstown, as it is costing 
about $10,000 a year for upkeep 
as a stone-surface road. They 
explained that since a bond is- 
sue will be necessary to take care 
of this project, they thought it 
advisable to include the streets, 
in Milroy,v Manilla and Mays in 
the belief that they will event- 
ually have to" be paved.

that the cornstalks were worth 
more than $6 per ton as fertili- 
zer. Others have declared that 
the. cornstalks are .valueless as 
^fertilizer and they declare that 
, of ten-times they find cornstalks

decomposed. The latest scienti- 
fic information is contained 'in 
a statement of Dr. George"" M 
Rommel, , investigator ,qf farm 
waste utilization for the federal 
department of ^agriculture.

a considerable amount .of initro.- 
gen— the nitrogen being by -far 
the most important. :, But the 
cellulose "fin" cofnstalks,>r'straw, 
fete., mil noliS-ot Irid-mberafce. the 
hitrogen unless certain bacteria

tain. In other words, the farmer 
who plows under his cornstalks 
for nitrogen is only fooling-.him 
self. Besides, when he is com 
pelled to destroy his stalks to 
fight the corn borer he will b 
glad if a pulp'mill" is near by." 


The principal product made 


from cornstalks is paper pulp 
'and tests show that the paper 
•made from the pulp is as strong 
if not stronger, than paper made 
from sulphite pulp. The bursting 
strength and folding endurance 
are greater and other properties 
are as good. In the opinion, of 
paper manufacturers there is no 
need to talk,of' 100 per cent corn- 
stalk paper because in practical 
paper making, blends of differ 
ent fibres are .desirable. Corn 
stalk pulp is a substitute for 
chemical wood pulp, most of 
•which comes from'Canada. 


Officials of the Cornstalk Pro- 


ducts Cb., have asked Congress to 
place a duty of one-half cent per 
'pound on bleached and one- 
quarter cent per'pound on dry 
wood pulp when imported to this 
country. They argue that it w'ill 
expand the market for pulp 
made from farm waste, will be 
beneficial to the program of re- 
forestation in this country and 
'would encourage the use of lum- 
ber waste for pulp making. Me- 
'chanical (ground) wood, pulp 
which controls the cost of news- 
print, would not be affected by 
the proposed duty. It is probable 
that the duty will be considered 
in'the tariff revision scheduled 
•for the extra session of Congress

AVIATION FOR THE AVERAGE MAN. 


. Every so often .you read or hear that 
the 


day of the privately-owned pleasure airplane for 
the average man is just at hand. Most of us, 
however, still have a hunch that the airplane is 
still a rich man's plaything. We admit it would 
-be nice to fly, but we take it for granted that 
we'll never be able to afford it — so we dismiss 
all this talk as a lot of empty wind. 


1 A writer in the current issue of Collier's Mag- 


azine, however, presents some cold figures that 
are rather iliummating. While flying isn't yet 
down to the point where all of us can have our 
fling at it, the Collier's writer demonstrates that 
it is by no means a form of recreation that must 
be confined to the rich man. 


First of all, he points out, the man who 


wants to fly must pass a strict physical examina- 
tion, and if he can't do that he's just out of luck 
—unless he's hich enough to hire his own pilot, as. 
most of us are not. 
But if the test is once 


passed — and the Department of Commerce, 
which supervises it, estimates that 85 per cent of 
the people who can drive autos can-fly airplanes 


the rest isn't so terrible. 


To start with, there's the matter of learning 


' to fly. In a good school — and the man who 
tries to save money by learning in a cheap one is 
apt to break his neck — the cost will run around 
$250 or $300. 
' 


That done, nothing is left but to buy a plane 


—and fly. And it is rather surprising to learn 
that an excellent airplane, safe and reliable, can 
be bought anywhere from $2000^0 $4000. Furth- 
ermore, the same time payment scheme on 
which automobiles are sold is in vogue in the 
aviation business, too. 


If the prospective flyer lives on a farm, or 


adjacent to a vacant field that he can use as a 
landing field, his troubles are over. If not, he 
will have to rent space at some commercial air- 
port. Figuring in this rent, his fuel, repair and 
overhauling of his plane, and incidental ex- 
penses, it will cost him about $835 a year to do 
his flying. 


All of this, to be sure, isn't exactly cheap. 


Yet it is apparent that aviation is by no means, 
as expensive as we have supposed. In the near 
future, beyond doubt, it will be even cheaper. . 


THE REAL VICTIMS.

Jacob Franks, father of the little 
boy whom .the two wealthy young murderers 
kiUed, died a year ago, and A. H. Loeb, father of 
Leopold's partner in crime, Richard Loeb, died 
last fall.

The two murderers still live. 
Fortunately, 


they are safe in prison — and there does not 
seem any remote possibility that they will ver 
get out alive.
